REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To THE CITIZENS OF PLAINFIELD: 


The Buard respectfully submits the following report 
for the year ending February 15, 1910. 


The school work for the past year has been in the 
main satisfactory. The standard of teaching better; the 
average attendance higher than in recent years. 


The Board has taken advantage as far as practicable of 
the new state law which provides that “‘when any district 
shall employ graduates of a New Hampshire normal school 
or of any normal school in another state of equivalent 
grade, or persons holding a permanent New Hampshire 
state teacher’s certificate, it shall receive a further sum of 
$2.00 per week for every teacher so employed.’’ 


It recommends that in the future all teachers be 
obliged to meet the requirements that will insure to the 
town this additional aid. 


The Board wishes to record its satisfaction with the 
results of the school supervision by a paid superintendent. 
This system has been inaugurated in all states that are in 
the advance of educational matters, and it is hoped that it 
may be continued in Plainfield. 

The following changes in the board have taken place 
since the last District School meeting: L. E. Shipman 
was elected to fill the vacancy lett by the resignation of 
Mrs. Emma A. Moulton, and Wesley W. Jordan was 
elected to fill the vacancy left by the resignation of Mrs, 
Lucy M. Lewin.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The work of one year should enable one the better to 
pertorm the work of the succeeding year. This, we trust, 
is true of the work of your superintendent of schools’ in 
Plainfield during the past two years. He feels that he has 
come to know much better this year the local conditions, 
the ways in which he could help the teachers, and the par- 
ticular needs of the pupils. 

The regularity of attendance of the pupils, under nor- 
mal conditions, is a good barometer by which one may 
judge the conditions of the schuols. It is a difficult matter 
to force a child to attend school regularly, as many times 
he seems to have very reasonable excuses for not attending, 
but when he wants to attend, and does attend regularly, 
we are led to believe that the school is doing excellent 
work, The marked gain in the regularity of attendance of 
the pupils this year over that of last year, and this is true, 
also, of the previous year, should afford us the greatest 
encouragement. : : 

We would mention, in particular, in commending the 
excellent work which has been done by our teachers in the 
various branches taught, the teaching of English, embrac- 
ing language work, both oral and written, and technical 
grammar. ‘The results have been very gratifying for this 
subject is so often neglected. It would be hard to con- 
ceive of a school which gave too much attention to the 
teaching of this important subject. 

We hope to see more of the Plainfield teachers holding 
state teachers’ certificates another year. The new law, 
whereby certain towns by complying wita certain condi- 
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tions, could secure a bonus of $2 per week for every gradu- 
ate of an approved normal school, or fur a state certificated 
person, employed as teacher, created such a demand for 
these teachers that we were unable to secure all teachers 
so qualified. We would suggest that those students in 
your high schools and academies, who intend to teach, 
take these examinations for teachers before or at time of 
graduation, when they will be best prepared to take them. 

With the comparatively small number of pupils in the 
Plainfield schools, the town will be able to continue to 
secure the benefits of the state school equalization law only 
through the keartiest co-operation of the school officials 
and parents in maintaining a high standard of regularity of 
attendance of the pupils. We would call call your atten- 
tion again to the following item, which appeared in the 
local paper last year: 

The recent act—School Equalization Law—for the 
support and encouragement of common schools, which was 
passed by the last state legislature will benefit Plainfield if 
certain conditions are complied with. The present condi- 
tion is that an average daily attendance of ninety-seven (97) 
pupils must be maintained fora year, If it falls below 97 
for any time it may be brought up by a higher attendance 
for the other terms during the year. 

The equalized (state) valuation of Plainfield is $675, - 
870. No town receives help which has an equalized valua- 
tion per pupil of more than $7,000 as determined by the 
average daily attendance for a school year. With less than 
an average daily attendance of ninety-seven (97) pupiis for 
the year the equalized valuation per pupil exceeds $7,000 
in Plainfield. 

The benefit for Plainfield for the current year, ending 
July 15, 1909, would be seventy-five (75) cents for each 
group of 25 pupils, or $90 on the basis of 30 weeks; and 
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$2 per week for one certificated teacher employed this 
term, making a total of $110. 

Another year it would be possible to secure the $90 on 
the pupils, and a bonus of $480 for 8 teachers, provided each 
one holds a state teacher’s certificate which can be obtained 
by passing the examinations with an average rank of 70 per 
cent for all subjects and not less than 50 per cent in any 
subject. Teachers who have been graduated from approved 
high schools and academies in New Hampshire since 1902, 
the year when such schools were first approved by the 
state department of public instruction, are required to 
take only the professional subjects—Psychclogy, Pedagogy, 
School Management, and School Law—for elementary 
school certificate. 

What must be done in Plainfield? Parents must co- 
operate with the school board in placing every pupil pos- 
sible in school and insisting upon regular attendance. If 
there are any children between the ages of five and eight 
years not attending school their parents should see that 
they are placed in school this week, if they wish to help 
the town secure this bonus for the current year. 

The help may be received this year by raising the 
average daily attendance to ninety-seven pupils for the 
year. 125 pupils should be in attendance next week. An- 
other year the conditions can be easily met. 

Plainfield should not lose this money, in fact the town 
contributes to the fund whether it draws from it or not, 
but only a small part, as the larger towns and cities contri- . 
bute to it while they do not participate in its distribution.

The preceding statistics speak far more forcibly than 
one could possibly write. 
They show the following facts: 


1. That with a decreasing registration of pupils for 
two years the schools have been able to maintain an 


increasing membership, as shown by the following:

1908-9 144 Os: 


This is a most encouraging condition. 
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2. 303 citizens visited the schools in 1907-8, and 424 
citizens in 1908-9. 


3. The average daily attendance of the schools was 
raised from 87.3 pupils in 1907-8 to 98.2 pupils in 1908-9, 
thus securing nearly $100 from state equalization fund for 
the use of the schools. 


4. The percent of attendance, showing how many 
pupils in every one hundred attend school every day dur- 
ing the school year, has been increased from 82.9 to 89. 3. 
This alone must show that the parents and pupils are tak- 
ing a greater interest in the schools, that the work is not 
being interrupted by so much irregular attendance of 
pupils, and that the school money is being spent to better 
advantage. 


The motto uf every community should bé: Better 
schools this vear than last year. Shall we not make it 
true of the present year?
